velopers, which delayed the 
start of construction for many 
months, and which was recently 
settled by mutual agreement.

Parkland 
Purchase 
Questioned 


Approximately 55 Albany res- 
idents listened to attorney Milt 
Nason of Albany, discuss the 
pros and cons of a civil lawsuit 
which would test the legality of 
the transactions concerning the 
controversial Albany Hill land 
deal. 


Critics of the land deal main- 
tain that the price Interstate 
General Corporation paid for 
the 1.1 acre of Mr. Calls Albany 
Hill property was ‘‘outrageous” 
and that the transaction poses 
a serious conflict of interest. 
Mr. Nason, while stating that 
in his opinion a conflict of in- 
terest does exist, stressed the 
responsibility of those citizens 
involved in a civil lawsuit and 
the possible liability that could 
be incurred. 


In other areas of discussion 
Mrs. Berl Hartman, temporary 
chairman of the group, Citizens 
for Better Parkland, announced 
that December 3rd the Albany 
City Council will hold a public 
meeting on the crucial open 
space element which is included 
in the cities general master 
plan. In a letter signed by many 
of those present at the Thurs- 
day night meeting, Mrs. Hart- 
man urges the city council to 
“put aside any differences we 
may have about the propriety 
of the Albany Hill land pur- 
chase and consider what is best 
for the city in terms of a park 
on Albany Hill.” She pointed 
out that two acres on the top 
of Albany Hill, owned by Gold- 
en Gate Hill Development Corp., 
is a natural parkland site, 
should be designated as ‘‘poten- 
tial open space," and a serious 
commitment should be made to 
purchase this land. 


In a final action on Thursday 
night the group adopted two 
resolutions to be sent to the Al- 
bany City Council. In the first 
resolution the Citizens for Bet- 
ter Parkland seriously ques- 
tioned the methods and negotia- 
tions for the acquisition of the 
1.1 acre of Albany Hill property, 
and the final acceptance of that 
property by the City Council. In 
the second resolution the Com- 
mittee asked that the Golden 
Gate Hill Corporation property 
be included in the open space 
element of any final master 
plan.

Council Public Hearing or 
Open Space Continued

Albany City Councilmen Mon- 
day night considered many 
items on a full agenda and | 
voted to continue a public hear- 
ing on the Open Space Element 
of the General Plan until Dec. 
17 at the request of several in 
the audience. 

A near-capacity audience at- 
tended the meeting, possibly ex- 
pecting fireworks due to a num- 
ber of letters on the agenda 
from members of the newly- 
formed Albany Citizens for a} 
Better Parkland. i 

Letters from Catherine Webb, | 
24 residents, Ann Berry and 
Penelope Dutton concerning | 
parkland on Albany Hill were 
referred to the public hearing 
on the Open Space portion of 
the General Plan as was one 
from John Maybury, protesting 
Interstate General Corpora- 
tion’s planned 2,500-unit high- 
rise. 

Members of the Citizens for 
a Better Parkland described 
their recent walk on property 
purchased from Councilman H. 
F. Call and given to the city 
by IGC. They expressed shock 
at the lack of access and steep- 
ness of the land. Beryl Hart- 
man, temporary chairman of 
the group, spoke in favor of ac- 
quiring the two-three acres at 
the crest owned by Golden Gate 
Hill Development Corporation, 
indicating Councilman Call's 
property was worthless without 
this property. She displayed 
pictures of both properties. 

They requested Council to re- 
scind the deal with Councilman 
Call and designate the Golden 
Gate property as open space, or 
to at least ‘‘set aside’ the up- 
per property by marking it 
green on the map, suggesting 
that if and when the Golden 
Gate property is developed, the 
City could then force the devel- 
opers to donate a portion as 
public open space. 

City Attorney Lawrence D. 
Saler explained that under a 
state mandate the City must 
conform to the General Plan by 
appropriate zoning by Jan. 4, 
1974. Turner added that if 
anything —is~+zorled as. open 
space, the City must then come 
up with the capability of pur- 
chasing it. Saler said a Gen- 
eral Plan is conceptual and can 
be changed, but under existeing 
state law, cities must zone to 
conform and then “‘you’re in ar 
area of inverse condemnation.” 

Anne Rotramel argued for ac- 
cess to the coast through beach 
or shoreline. Councilman Clark 
reminded her that Bay Con- 
servation and Development 
Commission controls 100 feet 
from the shoreline. Herbert Ru- 
bin said it would be a good idea 
to give penetrating thought to 
what should be private open 
space outside of the 100 feet 
controlletd by BCDC, 

When Mrs. Webb questioned 
the rationale for changing the 
Park and Recreation Plan by 
eliminating the Golden Gate 
land and. accepting the gift of 
Councilman Call's land from 
IGC, Mayor Lewis Howell sug- 
gested that an election is near 
and, in his opinion, the meeting 


was becoming a political soap- 
box. He said in order to find 
out how much park the people 


of Albany are willing to pay 
or, the matter should be placed 
on the April ballot. 

Mrs. Hartman said it was not 
the fault of Citizens for Better 
Parkland that the timing of 
their organization coincides 
with a time preceding an elec- 
tion. She said of the 50-60 peo- 


ple who attended their two 
meetings, she knew less than a 
quarter. 


“They're simply people out- 
raged at this deal,’’ she said. 
“Politics are not a function of 
this group.” 

Mayor Howell said he had 
heard tapes of both meetings. 

Councilman Joe Carlevaro 
moved that the hearing be con- 
tinued until the meeting of 
Monday, Dec. 17. This passed 
unanimously.
